Cyprus accord leaves

Talks start 


GENEVA. — A three-power ac- 
cord on Cyprus was signed last 
night, giving Turkey a mili- 
tary grip on the embattled island. 
The three powers — Britain, 
€ Turkey — joined in 
calling on all forces in TUS 
to maintain a strict standstill, 
abstaining from 8 hostile ac- 
beg on Seclaration aoa = 
ugh negotiations by 
reaffirming the nine-day-old Cyp- 
rus ceasé-fire and the three gov- 
ernments agreed to work toge- 
ther to prevent violations. 
British Foreign Secretary James 
Callaghan ennoanced: “We call 
on rees, including irresular 
forces, to abstain from all of- 


-fensive or hostile activities. 


Callaghar spoke at a press con- 
ference a few minutes after com- 
Pleting the negotiations with For- 
eign Ministers George Mavros of 
Greece and Turan Gunes of Turkey. 

Their joint declaration, which was 
Stgned near midnight. (Israel time) 
was seen as a cautious compromise 
‘between Greek and Turkish views. 

Mr. Callaghan said the reinforced 
cease-fire between ‘Turkish and 
Greek Cypriot forces would be bas- 
ed on positions occupied at the time 
the declaration was signed. Areas 
controlled by the two forces should 
not be extended after that time. 

Asked if he believed the cease-fire 
would be respected, Callaghan said: 
“I am confident that both of my 
colleagues here intend that the 
cease-fire will be respected.”

ATHENS. — The achievement 
last night of the Cyprus cease- 
fire accord, limited in scope 
though it is, “presupposes a will- 
ingness by both parties to come to 
an understanding over a longer- 
term solution for the island,” a 
highly-placed source in the Kara- 
maniis cabinet told me. As he was 
briefing me, he received the news 
by telephone from Geneva that 
the signing was imminent. His 
reaction was spontaneous and un- 
official, and an official govern- 
ment reaction was still expected 

late last night. 

The very conduct of the nego- 
tiations, with their ups and 
downs, crises and near-break- 
throughs, implied a strong desire 
sy both Greece and Turkey to 
settle the problem peaceably, the 
source continued, 

He was prepared, moreover, to 
take his reasoning further, in 
an analysis which augured well 
for the future of the Eastern 
Mediterranean. This initial agree- - 
ment, he said, implies an under- " 
lying intent by both the Greek 
and Turkish governments to re- 
store the goodwill and amity be- 
tween the two countries which 
had drained out of their rela- 
tionship during this last year 
over the Aegean Sea oll-drilling 
dispute, 

Karamanlis and Ecevit, the 
source said, were personally de- 
termined to bring a period of 
tranquillity to Graeco-Turkish re- 
lations, which have periodically 
degenerated into war: over the 
centuries. 

The source, personally close 
to the Greek Premier, praised 
Karamanlis' qualities of states- 
manship: but, significantly, he 
spoke very highly of Turkey's 
Bullent Ecevit too. Clearly the 
Greek Government —~ along with 
the rest of the world — ‘has 
come to recognize the Turkish 
leader for the pragmatic and 
competent politician that he is, 

The source seemed to set much ἡ 
stock by Ecevit's personal qua- 
lities. He implied that the two 
statesmen, together, would bring 
the overall settlement that both 
countries sought but which lesser 
men could not have attained. 

The source argued, with much 
reason, that the-former junta, 
even had it wished to (and he 
preferred not to discuss whether 
it would have wished to}, would-. 
have been unable to negotiate 
an accord of the type achieved 
at Geneva, by reason of its dip- 
lomatic isolation and internatio- 
nal unpopularity.

Greece seems at first analysis 
tohave signed away a great deal 
— but of course once the original 
Turkish invasion had gone unans- 
wered by Greece the battle for 
Cyprus had effectively been lost, 
in spite of the hardy stand of 
the Cypriot National Guard and 
the poor showing of the Turkish 
armed forces. 

Tt was clear already then — 
to level-headed Greeks as well 
as to outside observers — that 
the status quo couki never be 
restored and that Turkey would, 
and, more important could, in- 
sist on very real and tangible 
Protection for its minority on the 
island.

WILAT. — The Army is investigat- 
ing the death of Rav-Seren (Major) 
Yosef Meron, who was found dead 
in one of the wadis of Sinai with 
two bullets from hig own revolver 
in his body. 

The body was found on Satur- 
day in Wadi Mahash, 40 kilometres 
south of Eilat, after on intensive 
search of army units and helicopters. 
On &rst examination it was deter- 
mined that Meron had died of de- 
hydration due to the intense heat 
of the Sinai Peninsula in summer. 
However, further examination of the 
corpse revealed the two bullets, one 
in the foot and one in the head. 

Rav-Seren Meron had left Central 
Sinai Jast Tuesday in a jeep with 
a driver, planning to reach the 
Eilat-Sharm e-Shelkh road. The 
jeep ran into technical difficultles 
in Wadl Watir, one of the large 
wadis of Southern Sinai, and got 
stuck, 

Meron is believed to have thought 
he was near the army camp close 
to Eullat, He left his driver in the 
jeep and went on foot to bring 
help. It seems he then lost his way 
turning southeast instead of north 
towards Eilat. The next morning, 
when there was no sign either of 
the officer or of help, the driver 
Jeft the jeep and, with the help of 
a local Beduin, reached the army 
camp near Eilat Thuraday. Army 
units were immediately organized 
to look for Meron, while Air Force 
helicopters combed the area, which 
is scarred with deep wadis. 

On Saturday afternoon, after two 
days of searches, one of the heli- 
copters spotted the body.

Kidney patients 
not in danger, 
Health Ministry 
official says 


There is no danger of reduction 
in the dialysis treatment schedules 
in Israel's hospitals, Or. L Preiss, 
director of hospital services at the 
Ministry of Health, said yesterday. 

He was replying to charges, re- 
ported In The Jerusalem Post and 
other newspapers yesterday, by the 
Committee of Kidney Patients. The 
charges referred mainly to hospitals 
in the North, which have tot been 
operating their artificial kidney 
machines to capacity because of a 
shortage of qualified nurses. 

‘The committee declared that three 
patients had died in the few 
months due to this critical situation. 
They further claimed that regular 
patients at Haifa’s Rambam Hospital 
“live in tenslon and dread” of dis- 
continuation of the ‘treatments, 
while new patients are turned away 
at Rambam, as well as hospitals 
in Afula, Ttberlas and Naharlya, 

There were also reports that an 
offer of 20 new machines by the 
Italian Government had not been 
taken up. ν 

Dr. Preiss said that the problem 
was not one of machines but of per- 
sonnel, and that all efforts were 
being made to train additional 
operators. He promised that, in 
addition to the dialysis units cur- 
rently in use, new ones would be 
put into operation in Safad and in 
Rothschild Hospital in Haifa. In 
case of need, additional shifts will 
be instituted in hospitals now run- 
ning the machines, he added. iHe 
did not say how the nursing 
shortage would make this possible.) 

The Israel Association for Trans- 
plants and Dialysis, according to 
Dr. Preias, has been asked by the 
ministry to draw up a proposal for 
home dialysis programmes which 
would reduce the hospitals' load.

Ramat Gan’s mayor calls

Mo’etzet Hapo’alot backs 
draft law on abortions

TEL AVIV. — Mo’etzet Hapo'aiot- 
Ploneer Women yesterday endorsed 
the draft law regulating induced 
abortion which has been drawn up 
by the Ministry of Justice. 

‘The draft provides that an ahor- 
tion will be permitted if the conti- 
nuation of the pregnancy endangers 
the expectant mother’s life, if it 
could cause her physical or mental 
harm, if it is, the result of rape or 
incest, if the woman is under the 
legal age of marriage or above 
the age of 45, if her social condi- 
tions are such that an abortion is 
desirable, or if she already has a 
large family, 

The women's organization also 
recommended that the law provide 
specifically that pregnancies may 
be interrupted If the woman is not 
married,

WASHINGTON. — Expanding its 
formal accusations sgainst President 
Nixon, the House of Representatives 
Judiciary Committee adopted a se- 
comd impeschment article Monday 
night charging him with broad mis- 
use of federal agents and agencies. 

The vote was 28 to 10, with seven 
Republicans. joining all 21 Democ- 
rats in accusing Mr. Nixon of or- 


. dering or condoning wiretapping,
